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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Arganbright (US Pat 
6,980,962) fails to disclose "analyzing transaction data relating to consumer behavior of said descendents in order to select a product or 
promotion toll to be presented to the customer" in the tree-like structure as recited in claim 1. However, as explained in the Final Rejection, 
Arganbright clearly teaches where purchase habits are analyzed to continually target-market products to clients and IBOs. Further, the 
purchase habits (profiles) are used to determine how site appears to the user, what products can be purchased, special deals/incentives, 
etc. (Arganbright, column 51, lines 23-34). The arguments were carefully considered, but are not persuasive.
